The Roads in the neighbourhood of Galway have not as yet been productive 
of any material improvement, in consequence of their want of connexion. 

No additional Roads having been completed in the county of Mayo since 
our last Report, we have been obliged, contrary to the expectations therein 
expressed, to continue the system of Contract on the road between Swineford 
and Killala, which has not proved as satisfactory as we could wish. 

A very great thoroughfare exists upon the road between Strokestown and 
Elphin, in the county of Roscommon, (which will be much increased whenever 
the road between Strokestown and Tarmonarry shall be improved,) and which 
is caused more particularly by the carriage of corn towards the Shannon and 
the Royal Canal, through which channel very large quantities have been brought 
in the last season from the province of Connaught to the Metropolis, and 
thence by steam-boats for the supply of Great Britain. 

It may not, perhaps, be altogether irrelevant to observe, that it appears to us 
most desirable, in the formation of Roads (as far as may be practicable), that 
they should be made available to the lines of Inland Navigations ; and we shall, 
probably, not be considered as exceeding our duty when we suggest, that in 
laying out Roads for the promotion of intercourse, and the advancement of 
agriculture, in the West of Ireland, attention be given to this object, so that 
lines of Road may lead to the Shannon navigation, which passes through the 
heart of Ireland, in a direct course to the city and port of Limerick, and 
communicates with Dublin and Great Britain by means of the Grand and Royal 
Canals. 

Since our last Report, a new Road, in the county of Kerry, extending from 
Killarney to near Kenmare, has come under our management ; and with the 
Roads previously in our charge, is included in the Schedule annexed to this 
Report •, which is also accompanied by an Account of Receipt and Expendi- 
ture made up to the 25th December 1828, agreeably to the provisions of the 
Act of the 6 Geo. IV. c. tot.
